Fire fed by tons of highly inflammable 
nutshells and kernels swept the Twenty- 
second street block, between Randolph 
street and Scott avenue, at 11 a. m. 

The flames started in the four-story 
factory and warehouse of the St. Louis 
Edible Nut Co., which has a fronatge 
along the entire block. 

.Within a short time two alarms were 
turned in and these were followed by a 


third and general alarm when it was 
seen that the flames were spreading so 
rapidly that other large buildings in the 
neighborhood were in danger.

Within a radius of a block were the 
shops of the Pullman company and two 
large paper box factories. 

The fire caused great exc itement in the 
adjoining railroad yards and there was 
a rush to get cars of loaded freight to 
places of safety. Many excursionists 
waiting for trains at Union Station saw 
the flames leaping high in fhe air and 
some missed their trains to go to the 
fire. 

Ordinarily a large number of girls are 
at work in the Edible Nut plant, but be- 
cause of the Fourth of July holiday the 
building was without occupants when 
the fire started. 

A brisk wind from the’ southwest 
carried embers and sparks toward rows 
of dwelling houses and stores across 
Twenty-second street and firemen 
worked hard to save these buildings. 

The direction of the wind prevented 
the flames from reaching the Stanard- 
Tilton flour warehouse, which adjoins 
the Edible Nut building on the west. 

A large crowd Viewed the fire from 
the Twenty-first street viaduct over 
the Terminal yards.

The child spoke of it 
after his grandmother, Mrs. Mageelena 
Vogler, 2236 Hebert street, had said he 
previously had narrated it to her. 

Harry said he had been playing with 
some other children in the neighbor- 
hood. He went into a room where his 
mother and the baby were asleep, he 
said. He couldn’t remember the exact 
time. 

The cat was a big, black and gray 
one, according to the boy. Harry says 
he told his mother it was lying on the 
baby and that as Mrs. Vogler turned 
over the cat leaped to the floor. Harry 
said he got a whip and Struck the ani- 
mal, driving it out of the house. 

A report made by the police of fhe 
Dayton Street Station says the baby 
was either smothered or strangled. Be- 
sides Harry, the Voglers have two other 
children, Charlies, 4, and Mary, 3, who 
are at the home of the grandmother. 

Vogler and his wife quarreled when 
Vogler, after playing cards at a saloon 
all evening, returned home at 1 a. m. 
and insisted that Mrs. Vogler prepare 
a meal for himself and a friend. At 
the height of this quarrel, after both 
parents had had the baby in their arms, 
it was discovered the child was dead. 

Physicians thus far have been unable 
to determine the cause of death.

About 1 a. mi., she said, Vogler came 
home with a man he introduced as Hen- 
ry Gerholt. He said Gerholt was go- 
ing to sleep with him on.the back porch 
and he demanded that his wife serv? 
supper for them. 

Mrs. Vogler said she warmed over the 
supper, consiating of steak, beans, to- 
matoes and potatoes. Vogler said it 
was a poor supper and quarreled all 
through the meal. | 

After washing the dishes, Mrs. Vog- 
ler said, she went to take the baby 
from her husband and noticed its face 
was pallid. She told him she: feared 
the baby was dead. 

According t» her statement, 
jumped to his feet, saying: 

“If that baby is dead you'll get 
yours.’’ She said he then struck her in 
the mouth. Carrying the baby, she ran 
downstairs. Vogler, she said, followed 
her, striking her repeatedly. 

Vogler, according to his wife and 
neighbors, followed Mrs. Vogler down 
the street and beat her while she was 
looking for a doctor. He then took the 
baby from her arms and went back to 
the house with it. He was sitting in the 
kitchen of his home holding the dead 
baby when policemen arrived.

The theory advanced to prove acci- 
dental shooting was that, in removing 
the pistol from his pocket or while 
examining it, Reynolds accidentally 
pulled the trigger, causing the glanc- 
ing wound on the side of his head. The | 
shock caused him to throw the pistol | 
from him, and the trigger, automatically 
set after the first shot, struck some 
object and caused the pistol to be dis- 
charged again, Attorney Cullen main- 
tained. The pistol was found in a wash- 
bowl several feet from Reynolds’ body.

Greek Residents Who Refused to 
Sanction Bulgarian Rule Ter- 
ribly Tortured.

SALONIKI, July 4.—Since their vic- 
tory over the Bulgarians at Kilkish, the 
Greek troops have been successful in @ 
number of smaller engagements in 
which the fighting was very severe. 
They are driving the Bulgarians before 
them toward the north and the east. 
During the fighting which resulted in 
the occupation of Ghevgheli by the 
Greeks, the Bulgarians became panic- 
stricken and hundreds of them jumped 
into the River Vardar and were 
drowned. 

The railroad between Ghevgheli and 
Saloniki by way of Karasuli has. been 
restored and is in operation. About 
2000 wounded Greek soldiers arrived to- 
day in Saloniki, furnishing evidence of 
the heavy fighting which has taken 
place. 

No news has reached here. as to the 
result of the battle which began yes- 
terday between the Greeks and Bul- 
garians north of Kilkish, but it is 
known that the Greeks were successful 
at another fight at Matsokovo in whicn 
the’ Bulgarians suffered heavily. 

The Greek authorities complain that 
the Bulgarians have looted some Greek 
villages and have tortured the inhabi- 
tants who will not sign a petition ask- 
ing the Bulgarians to continue their oo- 
cupation of the district. 


Servian Victory Reported to Be of 
Minor Importance. 
VIENNA, Austria, July 4.—Lieut. Her- 
minigilde Wagner telegraphs from the 


front that the Servian army suffered} 


terribly at Ovchepolyo and ‘that the 
Servian yictory-over the Bulgarians at 
Istip was only a momentary success of 
merely Jocal importance. 

The outflanking operations of the Bul- 
garian troops toward Kratovo and Egri 
Palanka have been successfully accom- 
plished, he says, so that the Bulgarians 
are now advancing on Kumanova and 
the Servian frontier. 


Bulgarian Cabinet Reported to Have 
Resigned. 

VIENNA, Austria, July 4.—A telegram 
to the Reichsport from Sofia says Pre- 
mier Daneff and his Cabinet have re- 
signed and a coalition ministry is be- 
ing formed by Gen. Racho Petroff, who, 
after the capture of Saloniki, was ap- 
pointed milftary governor of that city.

LONDON, July 4—King Constantine 
of Greece telegraphed personally today 
to the Greek Minister here confirming 
the report of the massacre of Greek 
soldiers by Bulgarians in Macedonia and 
the extermination under the most hor- 
rible circumstances of the Greek popu- 
lation in the villages through which 
the Bulgarians retreated.

Thousands of veterans were in their 
uniforms of gray or blue, but many in 
the crowd were Pennsylvanians ‘from 
Gettysburg and nearby towns. The 
President’s speech was short and he was 
interrupted frequently by cheers. 

The President departed by special train 
shortly before noon for the North. 

When the train bearing President Wil- 
son arrived at the station in the town of 
Gettysburg at 11:02 o’clock, the President 
was escortcd to an automobile and, ac- 
companied by Gov. Tener, passed 
through the town to the Emmettsburg 
road and then over that thoroughfare 
to the camp. 

The army of veterans began\to dis- 
solve today and only the presence of 
President Wilson kept thousands in 
camp. Befdre noon close to 15,000 of the 
men who were here Thursday had de- 
parted for their homes. The big rush 
will begin tonight and tomorrow and the 
railroads of Gettysburg will have their 
hands full. Special trains will have to 
be run out at short intervals to take 
care of men who wished to hurry away. 

Gov. Mann of Virginia and Gen. Young, 
Commander-in-Chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, started a movement 
to have a reunion of the armies of the 
North and South at Richmond in April, 
1915, on the fiftieth anniversary of the 
evacuation of the capital of the Confed- 
eracy.

In a letter to Schwedtman on July 27, 
1909, Col. Mulhall gives some informa- 
tion regarding his success in putting an 
end to the political ambitions of Con- 
ressman Pearre of Baltimore.

“Enemies” of the N. A. M. 

In the mass of correspondence relat- 
ing to the “‘enemies’’ of the N. A. M. 
are several illuminating letters clearly 
revealing the view entertained by the 
officials of the N. A. M. regarding men 
who refused to support their undertak--’ 
ings and showing the methods adopted 
to punish them. 

United States Senator Hughes of New 
Jersey seems to have been marked for 
slaughter ever since he made his ap- 
pearance in politics 10 years ago. An- 
other chapter of this story describing 
the efforts of the N. A. M. to defeat 
Hughes by financing the candidacy of 
George H. Burke and S. Wood McClave 
indicates a persistent desire on the part 
of the N. A. M. to keep Hughes out of 
public life. Hughes was beaten in 1904. 
elected in 1906. 

In 1908 the opposition to Hughes was 
particularly bitter. In a letter written 
by Col. Mulhall to Schwedtman on 
March 14, that year, occurs this refer- 
ence to Hughes: 

Hughes is one of the parties we 
beat four years ago, but he got in 
at the last election and we find that 
at the present time that he is as 
radical as ever and is one of Gom- 
pers’ chief aids in the fight that 
Gompers is ‘now making in haired 
ington for class legislation. 

Visit to Union Men. 
Schwedtman, in acknowledging this 
estimate of the Jersey Congressman, 
wrote on March 16, 1908. “He (Hughes) 
certainly belongs in Gardner’s and 
Pearre’s class. Consider him as such 
unless advised by Mr. Van Cleave other- 

wise.’’ 

In a letter to Col. Mulhall on March 
24, 1908, Schwedtman apprised him of 
the , encouraging growth of the Na- 
tional Council for Defense: 

“All this looks very nice,” he 

wrote the Colonel, “and if you con- 
tinue to make the showing in the 
Hughes and Pearre districts, and if 
these men learn that they cannot 
systematicai'y defeat the wishes of 
the good reople of the country 
without being defeated themselves, 
and, if. in addition to that, you help 
our good friend Cole and others as 
may be determined between you 
and the National leaders, we wil! 
Set up an organization such as has 
never been known in politics be- 
fore.’’ 
In a report dated April 23, 1908, detail- 
ing his efforts to beat Hughes, Col. Mul- 
hall describes interviews with Postmas- 
ter Pollitt (of Paterson), chairman of 
the Republican County Committee; John 
I.. Conklin, ex-county chairman, and 
Vivian M. Lewis, at present one of the 
vice-chancellors of New Jersey and the 
Republican candidate for Governor 
against Woodrow Wilson in 1910. The 
Colonel adds to his report:

On July 13, 1910, General Manager Bird 
wrote Col. Mulhall expressing the hope 
that Judge Runyon would be nominated 
for Congress in the Elizabeth (N. J.) 
district rather than Charles N. Fowler. 
Bird expressed the opinion that Judge® 
Runyon “is not afflicted with any of 
the isms that afflict Fowler,’’ and add- 
ed: ‘‘There is no question but that Fow- 
ler -will put up a very hard fight at the 
primaries, but he is tn brd favor with 
the organization.’”” Judge Runyon was 
nominated in place of Fowler. 

Puts Soctalist in Field.

In a report dated April 23, 1908, detail- 
ing his efforts to beat Hughes, Col. Mul- 
hall describes interviews with Postmas- 
ter Pollitt (of Paterson), chairman of 
the Republican County Committee; John 
I.. Conklin, ex-county chairman, and 
Vivian M. Lewis, at present one of the 
vice-chancellors of New Jersey and the 
Republican candidate for Governor 
against Woodrow Wilson in 1910. The 


In a letter to Schwedtman on July 27, 
1909, Col. Mulhall gives some informa- 
tion regarding his success in putting an 
end to the political ambitions of Con- 
gressman Pearre of Baltimore. He says: 

“After writing all this bad news, I 
think it is now time to write something 
to you that will cheer ‘your old heart. 
There has been for the past six months 
an active fight in Maryland, and I am 
greatly pleased to say that the Mary- 
land situation is extremely friendly to 
our side of the house. For the past 
three years George A. Pearre of Pearre 
bill fame has been attempting to get on 
the supreme bench of Maryland and 
has worked very “hard to accomplish 
this. I have been writing to you and 
Mr. Van Cleave upon this subject fre- 
quently, and since Mr. Kirby has been 
elected president I have frequently men- 
tioned the fact to him that we ought to 
do our best to keep Pearre off the bench, 
for ‘he would be more dangerous there 
than he would be in Congress. Mr. Kir- 
by fully agreed with me upon this and 
advised me to do: all I could to stop 
Pearre from getting the nomination as 
Judge. 

“T am very proud .to report that we 
have beaten Pearre for the job in Mary- 
land,’ and the Baltimore Sun of July 20 
has come out in big headlines stating 
that Pearre is out of it and will not 
make a contest for the judgeship men- 
tioned. I will send you a copy of the 
paper when I return from Dayton. 


“Some time ago the Republican boss 
of Maryland, William F. Stone, sent for 
me and offered to place any man that 
we might mention to head the city ticket 
if we would let Pearre alone. Of course, 
I was anxious to get some friend to 
head the city ticket, so I played poli- 
tics with the boss and finally got them 
to accept Mr. William M. Carson. Car- 
son in the past has worked for our as- 
sociation in Maryland canvassing for 
members.’’ 

In a confidential circular bearing data 
of Aug. 20, 1909, and sent out by Mar- 
shall Cushing on behalf of the National 
Metal Trades Association on the per- 
sonnel of the members of Congress ap- 
pointed to the Committee on Labor, it 
is noted that three Democrats—Rainey 
of Illingis, Hughes of New Jersey and 
Nichols of Pennsylvania—are all friend- 
ly to the, eight-hour and labor legisla- 
tion. 

Discipline for “Friends.” 


A letter from Col. Mulhall at Wash- 
ington to President Kirby on- Feb. 3, 
1910, shows that the N. A. M. had a 
pretty effective system of discipline 
which it applied to ‘‘friends’”’ who be- 
came obstreperous at times. The Colonel}

On July 13, 1910, General Manager Bird 
wrote Col. Mulhall expressing the hope 
that Judge Runyon would be nominated 
for Congress in the Elizabeth (N. J.) 
district rather than Charles N. Fowler. 
Bird expressed the opinion that Judge 
Runyon “is not afflicted with any of 
the isms that afflict Fowler,”’ and add- 
ed: ‘‘There is no question but that Fow- 
ler -will put up a very hard fight at the 
primaries, but he is tin b.d favor with 
the organization.’’ Judge Runyon was 
nominated in place of Fowler. 

Puts Soctalist in Field. 

On Sept. 2, 1910, the Colonel wrote to 
Bird that he had put a very active So- 
cialist in the fleld by the name of Frank 
Hubschmidt for Congress against 
Hughes. 

“‘Hubschmidt is a particular friend 
of mine,’’ wrote the Colonel, “‘and I 
feei that this is one of the best pieces 
of politics I have played this sum- 
mer.”’ 

The Colonel also inclosed a letter mak- 
ing an appointment which he had re- 
ceived from President Taft. The Colo- 
nel made this comment: 

So I hope you will be in good fight- 
ing shape on the 12th to visit the 
White House at Eeverly with me. I 
would*like to have a talk with you 
on this matter before we go, for it is 
important for both our organization 
and the Republican organization that 
there be no publicity given the mat- 
ter.

MORGAN TELLS OF 
OFFER BY LAMAR 


Price to “Call Off’ Steel Trust 
Inquiry Declared “‘Ridicu- 
lously Small.” 

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of *t*e Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 4.—J. P. Morgan de- 
clared that David Lamar offered to 
“call off’ the investigation of the United 
States Steel Corporation by Congress 
for a price so ridiculously small that 

he was ashamed to mention it. 

Lamar testified on Wednesday before 
the Senate Lobby Committee that he, 
and not Representative Stanley, actually 
wrote the resolution which Tesulted in 
the investigation of the Steel Trust by 
the House. Stanley merely 
the resolution in the House and thus 
won fame as chairman of the investli- 
gating committee. 

Morgan, when asked if Lamar had 
offered to “‘call off’’ the Stanley inves- 
tigation at a price, sald: 

“Yes, at such a ridiculously small 
price that I am ashamed to mention it.”’ 

Morgan was apparently irritated by 
Lamar’s testimony, that while the part 
he took in the anthracite strike left a 
very bad taste in the mouth of some 
of the partners of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
his friendly relations with the late J. 
P. Morgan continued. 

Morgan, discussing these statements. 
said: 

“You may qucte me as saying that 
neither Mr. Larnar nor Mr. Lauterbach 
was a close or dear personal friend of 
Mr. Morgan. He saw them, yes, as he 
saw a lot of other vermin. 

‘Lamar saw Mr. Morgan always at his 
(Lamar’s) solicitation. I have a lot of 
Lamar’s letters begging for an inter- 
view, but Mr. Morgan never even an- 
swered them. 

“Mr. Morgan never saw Mr. Lamar 
latterly at his library, or anywhere 
else.’’ 
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Colonel adds to his report: tells of the trief insurgency of Con- 

After leaving Mr. Lewis I visited 
a lot of members of the Central 
Labor Union, all Paterson men. who 
aided us in beating Hughes there in 
1904 and hdiped us in the campaign 
of 196. The men I saw are all lead- 
ers and control the official labor 
paper of Passaic County. After my 
visit yesterday I am positive that I 
can line up these people again in the 
coming campaign and Hughes’ ef- 
forts in Congress for the labor bills 
will not avail him much with this 
element in the district. 

“Our Man Caulfield.” 
On April 25, 1908, Schwedtman wrote 
t» Col. Mulhall: 

We are mighty glad to see that 
you are in close touch with the sit- 
uation in Gardner’s and Hughes’ dis- 
tricts, and I am sure you will add 
new laureis in connection with these 
districts in this campaign. Judge 
Speer could be of great help to us. 
* * * [I regret very much to see 
that our man Caulfield from _ the 
Eleventh District in St. Louis has 
determined not to run again. We 
must get busy to find a good man 
to succeed him. 


Writing from Chicago on July 11, 1908, 
to Schwedtman, Col. Mulhall described, 
his efforts to defeat Congressman 
Cooper of the First Wisconsin District. 
He told of his interview with Solon I. 
Perrin (an agent of. Lumber Lobbyist 
Hines) and of a Mr. Saloam, the attor- 
ney for the Tobacco Growers’ Associa- 
tion: 

Saloam gave me to understand that 
they intended to make a campaign 
against Cooper on account of his 
stand on the Philippine tariff bill 
and other measures that came before 
Congress last winter. Of course I 
encouraged Mr. Saloam, telling him 
that we would aid him if possibile to 
do so, but that we had at the present 
time 28 other districts on our hands, 
which gave us all we could attend ‘to 
just now. 

On July % Col. Mulhall again paid 
particular attention to the effort to beat 
Hughes over in New Jersey: 


“T find that Iam up against a se- 

rious. proposition in the Sixth Dis- 
trict’ (Hughes’), wrote the Colonel. 
“There are eight candidates in the 
field in that district for the Repud- 
lican nomination, and we are trying 
to sift the wheat from the chaff and 
fsupport the strongest one of these 
eight.”’ 
A letter from Schwedtman to Col. 
Mulhall on June 28, 1910, establishes 
the fact that the N. A. M. was intent 
upon defeating Congressman Wililiam 
A. Rodenberg of Illinois. 


Concerning Rodenberg, 
wrote the Colonel:

That man still counts upon his re- 
nomination as a sure thing, and he 
is not behaving very well in commit- 
tee; that is to say, he is biased for 
the other side, all of which is disa- 
greeable to us, of course, and, as I 
think, foolish. So I am anxious to 
hear from you and to know’ what 
you have done and what the situa- 
tion is and to advise you, while go- 
ing perfectly discreet, to keep up the 
pressure until he has been con- 
vinced, though not probably at this 
time keeping up the pressure to the 
extont of getting out openly in favor 
of the nomination of another man. 


Dummy Labor Organization. 
In a letter to Edward Truman, secre-

ELL paper, from the ordinary 
brown sort, that we used to call 
“‘butcher’s- papers’’ up to the 
~ gilk-finished kind at $2.50 a quire, 
is made of one of three things—grass, 
wood pulp or rags. The grass used for 
paper is a variety called Esparto. It is 
srown in Spain and Northern Africa. 
Wood pulp is thin slices of wood, cut 
from trees and made soft. And the 
rags—well, the rags come from every- 
where. Wach of us contribtues to pa- 
per-making when we throw rags away. 
Paper made from rags is the most used. 
The rags are brought to the factory 
and are immediately sorted and pulled 
to pieces. Usually women workers do 
this. Then the rags are placed in a 
dust extractor which spins around quick- 
ly and shakes all the dust from them. 
Next they go to the boiler, where they 
are boiled in steam. 

The bleaching room comes after the 
boiler. In the bleaching tank the rags 
are put in pure water, mixed with 
bleaching powder. The rags are now 
soft and pulpy. Thig pylp has to be 
held together, so it is mixed with a sort 
of glue that strengthens it. 

When the proper amount has been 
added the pulp is passed through water 
again and over a wire netting, where 
the water is drawn off, leaving it firm. 
It is now called ‘“‘haff-stuff.”’ And to 
make it sufficiently strong for practical 
purposes it has to be put through the 
whole process again. 

Finally it reaches the perfecting _ma- 
chine, where heavy, warm rollers com- 
press it into sheets of paper.
